The Monetary Times says Canada’s 
production of gold, in placer and mill 
bullion and in smelter products in 
1914 is estimated at 770,374 fine 
ounces, valued at $15,925,044 as com- 
pared with: 802,937 fine ounces,

a decrease of $673,879, or about 
per cent. 

Of the total production in 1914, 
about $5,695,508 was derived from 
placer and alluvial] mining—$6,050,- 
690 in bullion from milling ores, and 
$4,228,846 from matte, blister copper 
and othcr smelter products, etc, In 
1913, of the total production, about 
$6,346,072 were derived from alluvial 
workings; $5,185,544 in bullion from 
milling ores, and $5,067,307 from 
smelter products derived from ores, 
conceutrates, etc. 

The exports of gold-bearing dust, 
nuggets, gold in ore, etc. in 1914,

Centuries : 
cowards of orders and d 
nferred upon individuals and fegi- 
for distinguished service on 
the field of battle have been‘ told in 
‘dispatches newspapers *capi- 
tals of the warring nations in Burope,. 
Some of these honors for bravery 
date pack for centuries, while others 
ie of comparative:y recent, oreation.

e Garter,

The exact date of its 
foundation is uncertain, mS cot 
Popular tradition associates it 


with the well known story of Edward 
III., who is credited with having pub- 
icly restored to the Countess of Salis- 
bury an article of dress. which had 
Slipped to the ground, Sedden gives 
the. date as St. George's Day, 1346, 
and another theory associates it with 
the batfle of Crecy. Whichever is 
correct, there in 10 doubt that this 
order well merits the words of Cam- 
den, who says of it. “No order in Eur- 
ope is so ancient, ‘none so illustrious, 
for it exceeds in majesty and fame all 
ghivalrogs fraternities in the world.” 
Somewhat less stately, but none the 
less appreciative, were the words of a 
well known sporting duke, who re- 
marked that he liked the “Garte>” 
better than any other of his numerous 
distinctions, as it: was “so jolly ex- 
clusive.” Of even greater antiquity is 
the Most Ancient and Most Noble Or- 
der of the Thistle, which is said to 
have been founded by King Achaigs 
in 787. 4 

But although the British empire 
can claim two such historic. orders 
and many others of lesser degree, we 
have nothing in this country which 
corresponds with the Legion d’Hon- 
neur in France. This order, whicu 
was originated by Napoleon I. in 1802, 
can be gained by any Frenchman for 
conspicuous service to the state. It 


is also occasionally awarded to wo- 
men, but not often. . 

Rosa Bonheur was one upon whom 
it was conferred, and it was bestowed 
upon Mme. Sarah Bernhardt a few 
years ago. The order consists of five 
classes, ranging frcm “Grand Croix” 
of which the number of recipients is 
limited to 80, down to simple cheval- 
jers, which numb-r is unlimited. 
British subjects upon whom foreign 
distinctions are conferred, have to 
obtain. permission from thé foreign 
office before accepting, and consider- 
able dissatisfaction has been caused 
in the past by the grudging manner 
in which thie privilege has been ac- 
corded. There are however, indica- 
tions that in future this restriction 
is likely to be considerably relaxed. 
The Cross of the Legion d’Honneur 
is a five-pointed Star placeu over a 
wreath of oak and laurel leaves. In 
the days when France was a mon- 
archy the star was surmounted by a 
crown, but a small laurel wreath now 
takes the place of that royal emblem. 
For the grade of Chevalier the star 
is of silver, but for that of officer and 
all superior ranks it i of gold. Chev- 
aliers have the. right to wear in the 
buttonhole a small bow of scarlet 
ribbon, and officers a rosette of simi- 
lar color. Members’ of the Legion 
d’Honneur have the right to a mili- 
tary funeral, which varies in import- 
ance according to whom it has besn 
granted. This medal entitles its 
wearer to a military salute in France, 
and it may be worn on all occasions. 

The best known distinction in Bel- 
gium igs the Order of Leopold. This 
was: founded in 1832 by Leopold I., 
and consists of five classes: Knights’ 
Grand Cross, Grand Officers, Com- 
manding Officers and Knights. It has 
already been bestowed upon several 
members of the British expedition- 
ary force. The star, which is of four 
points, has in the centre the lion ram- 
pant of Belgium, surrounded by the 
motto: “L’Unin fait la force.” It is 
surmounted by a crown, beneath 
which in the case of military recip- 
ients, the placed crossed swords. 
Like the Cross df the Legion d’Hon- 
neur, this distinctio is of gold for all 
classes above that of Chevalier, for 
which it is of silver. 

The Croix Militaire of Belgium is 
an award founded if 1885 by Leopold 
II. It ‘consists of two classes: the 
first is awarded tq officers of 25 
years’ service, the second to non- 
commissioned officers and men who 
have served a similar period. The 
decoration is not unlike that of the 
order of Leopold,- but the oak and 
laurel wreath is absent, the centre 
smaller, and the crossed swords are 
placed in. the angled of the cross. 

Russia possesses Many ancient and 
distinguished orders, the most im- 
portant being those of St. Andrew, 
St. Catherine, Alexander, Newski and 
St. Anne. These, however, with the 
exception of the last-named, are only 
bestqwed upon princes and persons 
of exalted rank. The Order of St. 
Anne carries with it a pension rang- 
ing from 1,000 to 40,000 rubles, ac- 
cording to class. T:.e military Order 
of St. George was founded by Cather- 
ine Il. in 1796, for officers in the army 
and navy. It subsequently fell into 
abeyance till 1801, when it was re- 
stored by Alexander I. Soon after it 
was offered by the chapter to the 
Czar, who modestly refused to accept 
it until after the cam aign of 1805, 
when he then allowed the lowest or- 
der to be conferred upon him, which 
action on his part greatly enhanced 
the value of the order in public esti- 
mation, The Order of St. George 
was recently bestowed upon M., Poir- 
et, the French airman, for his clever 
reconnaisances carried out in danger- 
ous circumstances, One of the best 
known Russian orders is that of St. 
Viadimir. That insignia consists of a 
red and black enameled cross, with 
golden rim. The obverse centre is a 
blue enameled disk, encircled with a 
golden ring, which containd the im- 

erlal mantle and crown. The ribbon

Improving the Dairy Cow: 


Farmers Lose Money on Inferior Anl- 
mals ani Should G.t Rid of 
Them at Once 

Many of the dairy cows one sees in 
herds all over the country do not pay 
tor their keep. We are atl aware (hat 
animals which are always ailing and 
are bad doeis are not worth keeping, 
and the majority of farmers get rid 
of such animals as hastily as they can. 
Not go, however, --ith.those animals 
which are always eating, look well, 
and make*excellent beef animals, but 
which only give their, quart or so of 
milk per day. These; for some Fea- 
son or other, many keep on year after 
year, quite oblivious, it would seem, 
of the fact that the sooner they were 
sold for beef the bettey, not only for 
the benefit of the farmers but also for 
that of the community at large. A 
deep milking cow can easily give $50 
worth ot milk miore per annum than 
a poor milker. We are probably not 
so-aware of the fact that we may 
easily lose money on the inferior ani- 
mal all her days, and eventually sell 
her for less money for beef than we 
might have done at the commence- 
ment of her unremunerative career. 
Not only does such an animal eat 
valuable food, but she also occupies 
that shou:d be takep by a 
superior animals. 

The cows one should keep in the 
herd are those of a strong constitu- 
tion, good thriversyand deep milkers. 
The giving of large quantities of milk 
produces a great strain on an animal, 
and only those with strong constitu- 
tions can withstand it. It matters 
iittle or nothing to the ordinary farm- 
er as to the other points in his ant- 
mals so long as they fulfil those 
given above. 

The best way, and the cheapest, for 
a farmer to improve his dairy stock 
is by breeding his own cattle, select- 
ing these from the most profitable 
members of his herd.

The Daily Telegraph gives detnils | of 
British losses reported in casnalty 
issued by the war office from May 1 to 
May 31, The periods covered by lists 
are from April 26 to May 24° in ease of 
officers, and from April 14 in: case of 
non-Gommissioned — otficers and‘ men, 
The lists iiehide casiulties repotted from 
all points at which armies are engaged 
among the British expeditionary forces. 
Australian, Canadfan, Indian and New 
Zealand contingents tonal casualties are 
8600 officers and 26, 345 men, of whom 
794 officers and 3996. men were. killed ;

The letters are from farm wo- 
men throughout the United States, 
atd in turn the writers take the de- 
partment, into thoir confidence as to 
their social and labor needs. 

Loneliness, isolation and lack of 
eocial and cducational opportunity on 
the farmer form thy text of the letters 
mainly, but on the other hand, many 
women express complete content- 
ment with farm life and assert that 
they would. be unwilling to change 
lots with city women. 

One woman in Maine, and her letter 
is characteristic 01 many, wrote; 

“Our schools nave enducated our 
children away from -he soil. Our news- 
papers have ridiculed the farmer. 
Much recent legislation has been un- 
favorable to him, The wife is more 
sensitive to the idea ‘hat the farmer 
is in an inferior class, more sensitive 
to the fact that her children go to the 
cities and become unlike her. The 
rural woman has lost her neighbors; 
all around her are abandoned farms 
and empty houses that, a little while 
ago, were happy homes.” 

These letters are in reply to a cir 
cular sent out by che department to 
the housewives of 55,000 crop corres- 
pondents, asking t.em to suggest 
ways in which the United States could 
render more direct service to the farm 
women of the Uni ed States. 

Like the writer from Maine, many 
writers express the opinion that the 
tendency of the city people and news- 
papers to make the farmer a butt for 
jokes and the subject of cartoons has 
tended to discourage him in his. im- 
portant work. 

-Several of the writers hold that the 
constant picturinz cf the farmer as an 
unintelligent, unprogressive, poorly- 
dressed comic character encourages 
city people to look down upon him and 
his family and to make unfair social 
discrimination against his wife and 
children. 

Some of them feel that this tend- 
ency to rank the fermer'’s wife lower 
in the scale of intelligence and use- 
fulness than that of cther occupa- 
tions explains im part, at least, the de- 
sire of the boys and girls to get away 
fiom the farm and cast their lot with 
city people. 

The difficulty of securing domestic 
help forms the text of letters from 
thirty-six States, 

The applicatio of the co-operative 
principle <.o their affairs is suggested 
by many. In particular they see in ita 
way of escape from the drudgery of 
the weekly washing—one of the heav- 
jest tasks they say that falls to the 
farm woman's lot. | 

A favorite idea in sections where 
co-operative creamvries are common 
is to have the laundry run in connec- 
tion with it. After the laundry has 
been successfully established, a bak-

ery can be added and the service ex- 


tended in other ways. : 

Women in almost every State held 
that the greatest service the depart- 
ment could-reader to the farm- popu- 
lation would be the systematic im- 
provement of the ountry roads. 

Here are extracts from letters writ- 
ten by New York farm women: 

“The \more progressive farm wo- 
men are doing their own peddling and 
running the het and egg business in- 
dependently and supporting them- 
selves nicely. This tends to broaden 
views, as the seller comes into con- 
tact with business people. I do not 
believe the general farm woman now- 
adays lives as narrow a life as the 
“pridge whist fiend.’” . 

“I think that the farmer and his 
wife are more in partnership than any 
other class of people. Whatever the 
department of agz-‘culture does to 
help the farmer ig of benefit to his 
wife.” 

“Although she fully realizes city 
life cannot be reproduced on a farm, 
she feels the lack cf social life, which 
is the great drawback to the rural 
community. The Hoosier pleasures of 
fifty years ago no longer please her. 
She feels the spirit of progress as 
well as her city sister. Her many 
duties gr atly hinder her desire to 
entertain or go to social affairs. She 
otten stays alone for weeks at a time 
with only her own family.” 

“A litle more money to grease the 
wheels of existence is what the aver- 
age farm woman needs. The latest 
lubricant in this household is a talk- 
ing machine. It was with great glee 
that I announced that the 69 cents 
faved on ninety-eig’ t pounds of flour 
vould almost buy a record.” 

“It may be summed up in two words 
—drudgery and economy These seeiu 
to pursue her from ‘ne time she signs 
her name to the mortgage that is 
given in the purchase of the farm 
until that other time when, weary and 
worn, she gives up the unequal strug- 
gle and is laid to rest. This interest, 

aid on the farm mortgage, robs the 
arm woman of much, 

“We bought a 110 acre farm; my 
husband was a good dairyman and a 
first class butter maker, but we 
could scarcely pay taxes and interest 
and live, unti] I took up crochet work. 
I managed thus to pay $200 on the 
mortgage every year, but the strain 
Was too great and overwork ruined 
my health, but the mortgage was paid 
Meantime I had only one new hat in 
eight years and one second hand 
dregs, earned by lace work. We are 
of the better class, and have to keep 
up appearances, but the struggle is 
heartbreaking and health destroying 
We have worked night ang day. Our 
two sons have had to give up a higher 


. education to work, and both have de-

Many of 
them are dirty, vulgar, profane and 
drunken, yet they eat at table with 
us; our children listen to and become 
familiar with their drunken babblinzo.

Treatment of Smut 

“Commisrioner Clark writing in the 
Agricultural War Book on “Treatment 
for Smut Prevention,” says that in 
Eastern Canada there is considerable 
smut in the grain crops each year, 
but that it has not been sufficiently 
prevalent to make treatment for its 
prevention general. The losses, how- 
ever, are much greater than is com- 
monly realized, and the value of the 
crop could be cons‘derably increased 
if treatment for smut prevention were 
more generally practised. Over half 
the samples of fall wheat collected in 
Ontario contain smut, and it is also: 
very common in the spring crops, es. 
pecially oats. 
treated indicate that formalin, one 
pound in forty gallons of water, is 
much more popular than plue-stgne as 
a@ preventive. *

The Saxons live mO6stly in 
towns of their own, and their com- 
munities are by far the most advanc- 
ed. The Roumanians predominate in 
point of numbers, but in nothing 
else, and the province is beyund the 
gatural frontier of Roumania. 
Another problem which at present 
eeems almost insoluble is that of the 
future of the Turks. I have ‘istened 
of late to several discussions by ex- 
erts, who have divided up the 
urkish empire with the utmost 
dexterity. Into thct, propdsals I will 
not §° in-detail, but will only say 
broadly that in their view there was 
very little room left on the earth for 
the Turk. I quite agree, that. the 
Turk is a nuisance who has troubled’ 
Europe too’ long, but he must live 
eomewhere.. We cannot get rid or 
him simply by, <el-ing him to go to 
angora and’ ke€p goats, which ap- 
pears to be the prevalent conception 
of a settlement by nationality as ap- 
lied to-Turkey. There are 10,000,000 
‘urks, and they have put into the 
field an army of three-quarters of a 
million men who have by no means 
“sostetheir warlike instincts, 
of cramming the Turks into. the lands 
between the Ala Dagh and the Anti- 
Taurus mountains, while all the vic 
torious nations take pieces of his 
Asiatic seaboard ana surround nim 
with a line of little protectorates, is 
@ very convénient solution, but I doubt 
whether it is going to work. -The 
Turk is doomed in Europe, but he is 
mot yet so extinct as all that. 
There is. another matter which I 
{ ate with some misgiving, ‘but 
which cannot be passed over in 
ence. I mean the question of the 
future of the Adriatic. The popular 
notion seems to be ‘that Italy’ should 
extend her frontiers to the sastward, 
@paend should be met by the Slav peo- 
ples, freed fore er: from Magyar 
oppression. That means that the 
Germanic peoples, ‘who certainly do 
not dwell on its shores, would be ex- 
cluded from all irdependent access 
to the Mediterranean. Over 70,000,000 
Germans and 10,000,000 Magyars, who 
are their allies, would be shut off from 
the open sea, save only the narrow 
etrip of coast which contains Ham- 
burg and Bremen. Solely on practical 
grounds is it possible so to stifle the 
gea-craving of this immense mass of 
people. Does the way to a surer peace 
fe thither? May they not try to burst 
their bonds? I do not say that these 
ere my views, because ‘at present 
they are not. Only say, that this 
{s‘the kind of thing people ought to 
be thinking about when. they pauce 
for a moment in the favorite occu- 
pation of decidiug exactly what 
General Joffre ought to do next. 
It will be observed that I have not 
tried to redraw the map of Europe. 
have only ventured to offer one 
or two suggestions which may fer- 
haps help to curb our .oo-enthusias- 
tic map-drawers. It is going to be 
difficult enough to win this war, but 
it will probably be infinitely more

The power behind the Noble Foun- 
dation Limited is Charen. we et 
Noble, an Iowan by. birth, Who mi- 
grated to Canada, in 1903, with $5,000 
and a good endowment, of energy, 
foresight and resourcefulness, and 
trea vai at Claresholm, Alberta. 
This man in’ six years found himself 
in possession of eleven quar 3r sec 
tions of land, and, in 1913, just ten 
years after his arrival in Alberta, he 
was rated at $330,000. This large for- 
tune was accumulated in the business 
of agriculturd, ,with an odd turn in 
real estate, and stards forward as one 
of Alberta’s stri ig object les- 
sons to the skeptical. , 

The Noble Foundation this year, 
is operating three farm units with a 
foreman over each, The total acre- 
age ready for spring crop, and most- 


ly summer fallow, is nearly 56,000 
acres. This fallow was ploughed by 
mule and hors‘ outfits, working 


twelve ‘to. each triplé gang-plough, 
set eight inches deep and blacken- 
ing nine acres aday. Seeding is 
now in progress with a force of 130 
head of horses and mules, together 
with two steam engines of 25 sand 
32 h.p. respectively 

Last year; when fields and prairie 
on all sides of the Noble farm were 
burning up for lac: of ‘moisture, a 
large area of Marquis wheat on th:s 
farm yielded twenty-four bushels to 
the acte, and oats went fifty-five 
bushels. An average year, over 100 
bushels is the yield of Oats looked 
for. In 1918, the average on 2,88" 
acres was 100 bushels 19 pounds. 
Barley in the san» ear produced 
sixty-one and a half bushels to the 
acre on 462 acres; wheat n 306 
acras went a little over thirty-eight 
bushels and flax on 203 acres gave 
fourteen and a half bushels. The 
grain cron in 1913/ totalled 332,677 
bushels and sold for $95,000. On 
Sept. 29th, the company had 59 cars 
of grain orf the way ‘o Fort William, 
besides..a private elevator ~with 
60,000 bushels, one measuring 100x16x 
10 feet, loaded to. tneir capacity. 

. There are a number of things re- 
sponsible for the pheonomenal trops 
grown under the supervision of 
Charles Sherwood Noble. He is 
worker himself, and conducts his 
farm on a business basis. He knows 
where every dollar goes, and what it 
does. A piece of summer fallow looks 
as good to’ him as a 40 bushel] crop 
of wheat. He discs after the binder, 
uses a packer and acme harrow after 
the plough, and if the la should 
happen to be worked down stthat ‘it 
drifts, he gets to work and makes 
the lumps larger. His force is al- 
ways out when the last drops of rain 
are still falling, ‘nd every bit of 
moisture is conserved. 

Clean seed is’a touchy spot. with 
|this farmer. «In a communication to 

the writer recently, Mr, Noble said: 

“We are continuing to: make a 
specialty of clean farm seeds and 
are being rewarded this spring by 
being in a fair way of dispcsing of 
our entire? oat corp of 47,000 bushels 
for seed at.a handsome matgin over 
market prices, We have so far stuck 
to White Banner oats and Marquis 
wheat. With both we adopt every 
means known for the selection of 
good seed-handpicking in the field 
jand even out of the bin, floating in 
| salt water, and the severest clean- 
ing and grading that machinery is 
capable of p2rforming.” 

A small gasoline engine drives two 
fanning mills in the barn of the 
Noble home fafm. As the grain comes 
through one it is shovelled into its 
mate. Every buskel goes’ through 
this process twice before it is con- 
sidered fit for seed, and usually is 
floated in . salt. water or handled 
in the ways referred to by Mr. Noble. 
This great quantit, of screenings re- 
sulting from such severe handling 
of the grain for seed makes work for 
a chopper operated in the Noble ele- 
vator in town. 

With regard to seéd plots, Mr. 
Noble writes: “We sow special seed 
plots and also test plots every year. 
From the latter, by the way, we 
learned last year that one bushel of 
oats to the acre gave the best yield. 
However, we are not accepting this 
meagre test as a guide for our en- 
tire operations, but will enlarge the 
test and for the balance of the crop, 
stick to about a tushel and a peck 
of oats» A bushel of Marquis wheat 
is our regular sowing.” 

The real secret of the success of 
Mr. Noble’s operations lies in sum- 
mer tillage. The ground is double 
disced in the fall after the crop has 
been taken off, or as early in spring 
as it is possible to get on the land, 
Weed seeds are then allowed time to 
germinate and the faliow ts ploughed 
to turn up two inches of sub-soil. The 
packer follows immediately and be- 
hind it the harrow. If thé ground 
holds sufficient moisture, the ordinary 
drag harrow is used once or twice 
to prevent a crust forming, but the 
Acme harrow is the implement com- 
monly used on the Noble farm, In 
the Acme harrow the work is done 
by blades set obliquely in a bar frame 
which skims over the surface, As 
they are shallow cultivators, a‘ foun 
horse outfit can handle a seventeen- 
foot implement capable of working 
some thirty-five acres a day. he 
spring-tooth harrow is gaining favor 
with the Noble people. This year 
they are to use it on their summer 
talolws with a light harrow or weed- 
c: attacaed so ac te brush the ground 


lightly, and not leave it too rough. | 


This ‘combination is being used ahead 
of the drill on the summer fallows 
for this spring’s seeding. It was 
found last year that the ordinary 
harrow did not work the mulch deep 
enough, and that cvaporation during 
the early dry season was so rapid 
that a crust was formed two or three 
inches beneath the surface. The use 
of spring-tooth cultivators, Mr. Noble 
thinks, also leaves the ground Jump- 
fer so that it does not blow while the 
grain is growing.

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The Wastage of Horses 


Loss of Horses Through the War Will 

Create’ an Enormous Demand 

The ordinary life of a good healtny 
horse rarély exceeds from twenty to 
twenty-five years, but when he' goes 
to war it is shortened to an average of 
seven days. Artillery horses last, in 
‘military service.three and four times 
as jong for the average of each ani- 
mal. The war has already been going 
on around two hundred and twenty 
days. Putting the number of horses 
employed at two hundred thousand, 
this would indicate that already up- 
wards of three million horses have 
been destroyed. It is also calculated 
by so eminent an authority as Lord 
Hitchaner, that the war will last three 
years, or 875 days longer, which, at 
the same rate of destruction, would 


mean the wastage of nearly twe:ve | 
In the mean- | 


million more horses. 
time, it is impossible that breeding 
can proceed to the same extent as in 
normal times. What a tremendous 
shortage this indicates can be as well 
imagined as descrived. With cessa- 
\ tion of breeding included it can safely 
be reckoned that the deficit will be 
nearly half as much again, that is to 
say, that there will be a demand in 
the next few years of from twenty to 
twenty-two million more horses than 
would be used in 
Whether the milennium sets in, as 
some people profess to think is likely, 
or not, there cannot fail to be a woe- 
ful deficiency. The motor power has 
done. wonders in hauling-and in aid- 


ing the quick movement of troops, | 
than | 


but it has emphasized rather 
nullified the use of the horse. Modern 
war is carried out on such a gigantic 
scale that the increase «. methods of 
locomotion required have multiplied 
‘many fold. Thus, for military pur- 
| poses at least, motor power van never 
entirely displace che horse. Indeed, 
the demand for the animal can only 
be immensely increased. Thus coun- 
tries with breeding facilities and prac- 
tically at peace wi!l be called upon 
for large numbers. To take steps 
now in preparat.on for eventualities 
would be the wisest possible course. 
Horses cannot be bred and raised un- 
der five years. Hence it would be 
wise to reserve the mares and breed 
them this season to the best avatlable 
sire.

Why the Farmers and the Country 

Merchants Must Get Together 

In many places the chie. topic of 
discussion among farmers is how they 
can get away fiom the price-domina- 
tion of the local merchant, how thry 
can buy co-operati.eiy for cash and 
save on costs; how tuey can sell co- 
‘operatively and tus eituer force the 
local merchant to a higher price or 
get it otherwise. They torget to take 
into account the fact that wnen they 
ouy one or two articles co-operative- 
ly, they buy for cash, taking just so 
wmuch business aWay [rom the iocal 
mercnoant and ‘forcing him to carry 
-uem tor an equal amount. 

While this is going on the local 
mercuant cuts down on orders, teils 
the travel.ing man that co-operative 
buying is cutting down his trade and 
making it a credit rusiness; that now 
tne farmers Will let apples rot in the 
fields if they can not sell divect; that 
the corn coming to _he grain dealer ig 
soft and the eggs delivered to his 
store are rotten. ‘Lhe loca! deaier can 
|} not sell co-operatively because the 
average co-operative company is sel- 
dom a permanent organ.zat.on aud 
is almost never incorporated, hence 
its financial responsibility is limi.ed. 

You ask why they do not get to- 
gether? This is our question and 
| the fact remains that they seldom do, 
They ‘‘cuss” and discuss one anoilier 
at regular intervals when a little get- 
ting together, a frank, open discus- 
sion of grievances (for boiu the farim- 
er and the merchant. have them 4- 
pienty) would give both a new view- 
point, a new basis for future relations 
which should bring with them greater 
net proiits to both. 

Nearly every tow: of less than 10, 
000 in our great middle west owes 
its very existence to the -farms sur- 
rounding it- Were the farmer not to 
trade, practically every store would be 
forced out of business and in a tew 
years the town wouia pass out of ex- 
istence. If the average village mer- 
chant realizes this dependence he us- 
ually chooses to ignore it. 
the village stores were to close, and 
the town pass out of existence, the 
farmer would lack a plac. to buy and 
sell. He would buy at a higher prica 
and sell at a lower Hs farm would 
become a less desirable place to live, 
realty values would tall and the farm- 
er would be the loser. Small town and 
country are inter-aepeadent What- 
ever helps the cne should help the 
other. 

The prosperity ot the average 
American village is in direct propor- 
tion to the prosperity of the farmers 
surrounding it Can the loca] mer- 
chant do himself a greater service 
than in ind cing farm prosperity by 
|promoting general community wel- 

re? tie can find a better market for 
‘more farm products. Instead of en- 
| couraging new factories he can secure 

lectures, corn shows, gricultural 
| . irs, 
like features which stand for better 
‘farming and greater farm profits “He 
can keep himself be‘ter informed of 
the farmers’ ne2ds and of articles of 
mon+y-making value to the farmer. 


He could take on the f nection of a! 


handler of farm products to his own 
advantage and to tne farmer’s profit, 
The farmer has a man's size task in 
caring for the production end. He 
does not have time for co-operative 
organization. e is glad to give a 
fair commission for services render- 
ed, but because no one has been found 
who will take over the selling end of 
his business he has been forced to 
form co-operative organizations. 

Some small towns have seen the 
light. Out in lowa one county has 
formed a board cf trade which is 
made up of farmers and merchants 
fm equal number. In an Ohio town 
there is a club made up of the young 
farmers and young business’ men, 
where two or three nights a week a 
small gathering, is sure to be found. 
A few papers are on the table and the 
merchant reads the agricultural pap- 
ers, especially the  dvertisements, ag 
carefully as the farmer. Hundreds of 
towns hold fairs, agricultural schools 
and corn shows. 

The movenen* is barely started. It 
| needs impetus, No matter what your 
line‘of work, it witl pay you to help. 
It means opportunities undreamed of 
for the small town and country boy. 
It will help to keep down great con- 
gestion in centres of population, thus

relieving the proble of the city. It 
will go far toward making us a naw 
tion of more healthy suburban qwell- 
ers. It will place the economic de- 
pendence of more of our population 
on agriculture, where it rightly pe 
longs. It will provide a greater farm 
outlet for manufactured goods and 
thus keep more men employed. It 
will solve the farm problem. It will 
make co-operative buying and selling 
unnecessary. It will abolish the cor 
poration line and make’ town and 
country the countryside.—Clyde Ash- 
ley in the Breeders’ Gazette.
